But the 
volume of such traffic—more than 
20 percent of the nearly 100,000 
metric tons of the metals pur- 
chased for delivery to Europe—in- 
dicates dealings on a scale 
trary to ECA policy, he stated. He 
said it demonstrated that aid dol- 
lars were being used for metal not 
needed overseas.

At least, the farmer has been 
less hit than other Chinese by in- 
flation, for whatever he gets to 
eat he must grow for himself. 

For the 20 percent of Chinese 
who are not farmers, inflation is 
one of the war’s worst scourges. 
Eight years of war with Japan and 
three of civil war thus far have 
made inflation a habit. It has pro- 
duced striking results. 

The coolie, least honored of all 


‘men, makes more than the college 


professor, most honored of all. 

Take Charlie Yuan, for example. 
This American-educated professor 
at Peiping’s National Normal! Col- 
lege is paid the equivalent of $15 
a month. He also gets allowances 
of two tons of coal for the entire 
winter and a 49-pound bag of flour 
each month. 

Charlie’s wife and seven chil- 
dren would starve if he did not 
have some curios to sell. Yet this 
man is the grandson of Yuan Shih- 
kai, who ‘made himself emperor 
(for a hundred days): and named 
Charlie a duke. | 

Other professors are not so well 
off as Charlie. One of them, con- 
sidered China’s leading Shake- 
spearean scholar, sold his treas- 
ured library to feed his family, but 
the wolf is still at the door. 

Another drowned himself when 
he saw his children going hungry. 

Still another, highly regarded as 
an artist, tried to poison himself. 
This attracted attention and a few 
donations. The largest contribution 
came from a rickshaw coolie. 

Many prosperous coolies sport 
the elegance of permanent waves. 
They see nothing strange in hair-

a “Southern Foundation” to “cor-

Preston Lane, of Mary- 
land. His election was announced 
after there was earlier talk of a 
close race between Gov. Strom 
Thurmond, of South Carolina, and 
Gov. “eauford Jester, of Texas.

dation’ would be financed event- 


‘ually by public or private funds 


contributed’ by the 15 Southern 
States. 

To map the plans for the, 
“Southern Foundation” each Gov-, 
ernor would appoint two citizens! 
from his State within 90 days to 
serve on a “Board of Governors.”

Our Problem Children 


There are an estimated 12,630,000 boys 
and girls in this country between the ages 
of 14 and 19. 


Of that number, according to a survey 
by the Children’s Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor, 1,300,000 are in school but 
doing part-time work; 3,600,000 are not in 

School at all, but have quit to work, and 
1,290,000 are neither in schoo! nor working. 
This means that almost 5,000,000 young 
boys and girls are missing an education 
and are facing a future without a high 
school education, which inevitably will 
handicap them vocationally and otherwise 
in the competition of occupational life. 
The fact that a million and a quarter are 
not able to find employment is significant. 
Few employers today will take for em-

The plan calls for the South to desig- 
nate certain of its present schools as re- 
ional schools to train its youths in medicine, 
dentistry and veterinary medicine. All stu- 
dents, both in the State with the institution 
and outside the State, would be admitted 
fer the same tuition fee. All of the States 
would send students to these regional schools 
and all of the States would help pay the 
operation costs of these schools. 


Gov. Talmadge thinks the program can be of 
vast benefit to Georgia. Former Chancellor 
Paty Says it is of historic significance in im- 
proving the South's educational level, and Chan- 
cellor Caldwell says the many States co-opera- 
tively can do much more than any State could 
_ Under the proposed starting program, Geor- 
gia will receive more benefits than most other 
States from the regional program. The Univers- 
ity of Georgia Veterinary Medicine School will 
become a regional school for white students. 
Thirty students from other States will come to 
Athens, under the plan, and their States will 
contribute a total of $30,000 a year to help 
Georgia's school operate. On the other hand, 
Georgia will spend $9,000 every two years to 
send Negroes to the proposed regional veterinary 
school at Tuskegee, and $60,600 to send Negro 
students to Meharry Medical Schoo! and other 
medical schools. This, together with operating 
costs of the Regional Council, means Georgia 
' would spend $81,600 on the plan each two years, 
while receiving $60,000 during this same time

Open or Closed Hospital Staffs? 


Editor Constitution: Apropos the very recent 


| publicity concerning open or closed staffs in our 


the | 


local hospitals. 
The writer has been a hospital administrator 


| for many, many years, in both civilian and mili- 


' tary hospitals, with bed“ capacities up to 3,000, 


in various parts of our country and is thoroughly 
familiar with both type organizations. 

The public should be told and made acquainted 
with the difference in patients’ care in a closed 
staff hospital, where every patient, private or 
charity, is accorded the same routine examina- 
tions, to rule on any possible complication to 
surgery or a general anesthetic. These routine 
Speci- 


the laboratory for examination, as to whether the 
organ or tissue removed, was diseased. This to 
eliminate unnecessary surgery which, unfortu- 
nately, is still being done, and to note any malig: 
nancy being present. Case histories are complete, 
with operative findings dictated immediately fol- 
lowing operation. Laboratory examinations, 
X-ray and basal metabolism incorporated on 
patient’s record. Staff meetings held at least once 
a month and case records discussed; all mortali- 


| ties freely gone into and all short-comings openly 


| 


discussed, all in a friendly professional spirit. 
Staff appointments recommended by the medi- 


cal board and actual appointments made by the 
lay board of trustees or governors. Such appoint- 
ments to be for only one year and re-appointments 
only when so recommended by a committee of 
medical and lay members. 

The public must be informed that hospitals 
are in the main responsible for their care and 
legally, it is the hospital’s responsibility to exer 
cise due care and diligence in choosing their 
medical staffs. The latter to offset any action 
for malpractice. 

The open staff hospital does not and cannot 
maintain the same high type organization. Rules 
and regulations are nandescript, histories most 
inadequate and, above all, patients do not receive 
the same caliber service as in a closed staff in- 
stitution. Medical supervision most inadequate. 

The writer is pretty certain that only those 
physicians who, for some deficiency, ure unable 
to secure appointments in a closed staff hospital 
are th: ones who are “griping” in this publicity. 

Compare the standards and morbidity of the 
closed and open staff hospitals and then note 
the difference, which hospital gives the better 
service.

The Young Republicans, in their manifesto, 
recommended that a group of Party leaders be 
delegated as spokesmen of the Party and so rec- 
ognized and authorized; that a national meeting 
of Party leaders be held here early in January to 
adopt a body of principles and plan strategy for 
the next four years; that the Party decide now 
just what sort of candidate they want in 1952, 
that is, what he should stand for, and develop a 
program in Congress on which he could run and 
on which congressional leaders can support him, 
and that for this there must be closer co-operation 
and co-ordination between House and Senate 
Party leaders. | 

Another suggestion comes from Dan Whet- 
stone, former Republican National Committeeman 
of Montana, a newspaper publisher, which is that 
the National Committee be made the top policy 
group and be given authority commensurate with 
that role. Taking cognizance of criticism heaped 
recently upon the Committee, Mr. Whetstone, who 
was ‘identified with the liberal minority on the 
Committee, said the “damning defect” of the Com- 
mittee is “that it does not know its own mind;

men as bureaucrats, we’ve got to pay ’em better. 
citizen can’t afford to be a Cabinet member for any mere $15,000 a year. 


They claim, for instance, that a really able 


figure that it'll take $25,000 a year to get top-flight executives into the Government’s top-notch jobs. 


I’m inclined to agree with ’em. And I’d be 
the last fellow to withhold a $10,000 wage raise 
to officials who are going hungry at $15,000, but 
I can’t help asking the experts about the in- 
cumbents. ‘Smatter with ’em? 

If $15,000 won't hire an official with brains, 
what about the gents now on the job? What 
have they got beneath their bald spots? Suet? 
That's the question that makes the big-wigs sput- 
ter. They go, harumpf, and they say of course 
they intend no reflection on the present mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. These, they say, are ex- 
ceedingly intelligent men, who are serving their 
country at great personal sacrifice. 

So if everybody kindly will believe that pres- 
ent company is excepted, we will go into a little 
detail on why it is impossible to hire a smart 
man to boss a Government department at $15,000 
a year. 


John E. Webb, the persuasive Budget Di- 
rector, said Mr. Truman wanted to pay his 
first-string helpers $25,000 a year, his second- 
stringers (including Director Webb) $22,500, 
and his third-liners $20,000. There are 218 
ef these underpaid Federal hirelings now, 
mostiy earning from $10,000 te $15,000 a 
year. : 


And as Comptroller General Lindsay Warren 
put it, he lists a first-class citizen on the pay roll 
at one of these starvation salaries and before the 
man gets acquainted with his job he’s quitting 
for more money somewhere else. 


Warren, the hard-boiled keeper of the Federal 
purse strings, said something about some un- 
specified bureaus being inefficient because the 
head men weren't smart enough. He mentioned 
no names (nobody can blame him for that) and 
added that if the Congress would pay some de- 
cent salaries to the help, he honestly believed 
this would result in a saving to us taxpayers. 

So along came a parade of officials. repre- 
senting postal and other Federal clerks to tell 
the Committee Chairman, Sen. Ralph E. Flan- 
ders, of Vermont, that they, too, believed their 
bosses were underpaid. William C. Doherty, the 
portly President of the National Association of 
Letter Carriers, was typical. 

Sure, he said, raise the wuges of the big 
brass, and why not hike the $75,000 salary of 
President Truman, too? He said he believed 
that if King George is worth $1,378,476 a year 
to the British people, then President Truman is 
the most underpaid man in the history of the 
world. ; 

He said also that he was no apple polisher, 
but he believed the gentlemen of the House and 
Senate ought also to raise their own wages. This 
suggestion, I hasten to add, left the Senators 
poker-faced. 

My guess is that the officials will get their 
pay checks hiked, all right. If this makes ’em 
work harder, longer for the rest of us, we can’t 
complain. But will it make ’em any smarter?

Why Does Truman Protect Treachery? 


WASHINGTON—With President Truman’s reiteration of his old cry of ‘‘red herring,” we resume 


where we left off. 


For reasons plain to anyohe who has followed the career of the Committee on 


Un-American Activities, the President is still determined to thwart the Committee and to disparage 
. its actual revelations of treason and similar treachery in the State, War, Navy and Commerce De- 
partments under the Roosevelt regime. Truman is the heir to the Roosevelt politica] estate, much of 


which, of course, has been debased by historical] disclosures since the end of the shooting war. 


He 


obviously still thinks it would be bad politics to admit or let anyone else prove that Roosevelt did open 


the doors to agents of the Kremlin. 


However, he has not openly carried the tar- 
get for Roosevelt as often as the widow and 
Jimmy the Eaglet expected him to. Whereas it 
had been generally thought that he would cam- 
paign in the great name of Roosevelt, he hardly 
mentioned him and made his fight in his own 
mame and confined his attack entirely to the 
Eightieth Congress. 

Inasmuch as the penetration of the State De- 
partment by the Communists took place during 
Roosevelt's reign, and early in his reign at that, 
Mr. Truman could very gracefully join the Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities in hounding 
the traitors and spies and all their accomplices. 
After all, they aren’t his traitors and spies. 
Roosevelt let them in and we don’t have to 
prove what his reasons were. lt is enough to 
know that they got in during his presidency and 
to point to proof in the records of the old Dies 
Committee that they were there with his knowl- 
edge. He may have been moved by recklessness 
and impudence rather than conscious traitorism, 
although he seems to have had no more patriotic 
loyalty than his ancestors who were Tories in 
the Revolution and Copperheads in the War Be- 
tween the States. ' 


Whatever Truman’s motives are, he certainly 
is @ primitive American of the Spelvin type and 
such treachery is to him as evil as to any other 
naive, corn-fed, 100 percenter from World War I. 


None of Truman’s friends with access to 
the eye and ear of the public has ever tried 
te explain why, then, he fights so hard to 
prevent the denunciation of traitors by the 
House Committee. The explanation, there- 


conclusion that Truman hates 
as any other loyalist but will 
not let the Republicans derive any political 
benefit from exposure of the Democratic 
Party’s crimes, nor even let them earn the 
credit for eradicating a national danger. 


As the lawyers and cosmic statesmen would 
put it, time is on Truman’s side. It was 11 years 
ago that Whittaker Chambers and other per- 
sons in the Communist conspiracy got state se 
crets from appointees of the New Deal Govern- 
ment. Any damage that we might have suf- 
fered from these betrayals by Roosevelt’s clique 
was inflicted on us long ago and we did not 
even know we were hurt. The dangerous con- 
tinuing potentialities which are discussed so 
learnedly by curbstone diplomats after a five- 
minute course in statesmanship, seem to be imag- 


inary. They certainly are not weighable in any 


scales of knowledge. Therefore, Truman runs no 
risk in sneering at the secrets of the pumpkin 
and in using the Department of Justice to clut- 
ter the Committee’s work and frustrate justice.

To Crime Foes: 
Well Done 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


In 1927, more than 21 years ago, the 

e Fulton County Grand Jury met at a trou- 

bled moment in the community’s history, probed the fester- 

ing social sores of the neighborhood, searched into their 
causes and pronounced them sad indeed. 

Two years ago the sores were still with us, growing worse, and 
good citizens were still bemoaning their existence. 

Then a “catalytic” agency came into being. The Citizens Crime 
Prevention Commission went to work and the situation started 
changing. 

No one can now underestimate the work of a group that has 
brought together labor unions, manufacturers, fraternal orders, 
schools, parent-teacher associations, women’s clubs, churches, youth- 
serving agencies, businesses and plain citizens to attack the breed- 
ing spots of crime and delinquency and offer something nee in 
their place. 

That has been done. 

Because neighborhoods with corrupting influences such as street 
gangs, centers of vice, and no near-by playgrounds or parks have 
been credited with spawning 80 percent of the juvenile delinquents 
in America, the Fulton County Crime Prevention Commission set 
out first to develop its youth section, headed by Julian Whatley, 
Chairman. 

Six labor unions, 18 paint dealers and manufacturers, and eight 
roofing companies joined hands to refurbish the Felton Williams 
Mission, a commendable effort that foundered for lack of funds. The 
Fifth District American Legion and its Auxiliary offered a paid 
recreation worker and the YWCA undertook to supervise the lead- 
ership. The Fraternal Order of Eagles donated a motion picture 
screen. 

It was as if they had waved a magic wand over the earnest but 
dingy, ramshackle mission. It emerged revitalized, cleansed, beau- 
tified, strengthened by the skill and interest of hundreds of people. 

The Crew Street Community Center was next. The Atlanta 
School Board bought and donated an old dwelling next to the 
school, in one of the most ominous sections in Atlanta. Painters’ 
Union, Local No. 193, the Bailey-Lewis-Williams Paint Company, 
neighborhood churches, worked together to change the old gray 
building into an inviting center. The Atlanta Recreation Depart- 
ment assigned trained men and women recreation leaders, and the 
Atlanta Lions Club offered a teen-age recreation leader to be pro- 
vided by the YWCA. The Scouts, Boy and Girl, went to work 
and the people of the neighborhood came in to offer their help, 
and soon there was a light and welcoming place for children and 
their parents to go from their dilapidated shacks called home. 


Now there is Pickett’s Alley Center, still in the process of de- 
velopment. Pickett’s Alley is an unsavory address, known well to 
truant officers, police. social workers. 

The Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills bought two vacant lots and 
turned them over to the Commission, and agreed to fence in the 
property. The Atlanta Lions Club offered playground equipment. 
The Eagles undertook to finance the cost of a leader. This woman, 
Mrs. Henrietta Keel, is not just a recreation expert. She watched 
for signs of ill health, malnutrition, counsels on budgets, diet, 

ing, sewing, sanitation, and none of the 123 children who 
are wedged in on one small, dirty street came withih her range 
without an encouraging word. 

A fourth project is under way in the Johnson School area, for 
Negroes. Local citizens have promised to put up some of the 
money and the house has already been donated. The Butler Street 
YMCA has offered leadership and is helping plan a workable 


By the end of the year, another Negro center, another mill 
center, and a new community house in North Fulton County will 
have been established. 

There is more being done than can be encompassed in neighbor- 
hood planning. The Altrusa Club is sponsoring two Girl Scout 
troops at the Georgia Training Schoo] for Girls. The American 
Association of University Women and the Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs have donated money for materials in the 


mental therapy and arts and crafts program for unmarried mothers | 


in the Florence Crittenton Home. The Women’s Chamber of Com- 
merce has given a radio-phonograph ‘combination to the Crew 
Street School, and the Washington Carver Boys’ Club and the Zonta 
Club have given money to the Girl Scouts for camperships for 
underprivileged girls. The Retail Credit Women’s Club has do- 
nated money to Atlanta’s Mission for camperships, and the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce Citizenship Committee has provided capable 
speakers from business and industry to appear in classrooms to 
facilitate the new compulsory course in citizenship given all high 
school students in Atlanta. 

Such imposing, co-operative strength has cost the community 
nothing, except the salary of one stenographer for the Citizens 
Crime Prevention Commission, which is housed in the Wesley 
Memorial Building. 

Credit for this goes to several people primarily. Paul Webb, 
Fulton County Prosecuting Attorney, organized the Commission 
last May; Fred Moore served as its Chairman. Mrs, Lon Sullivan,
